Thousands of homes in the 
northern and Western sections of 


St. Louis, were deprived of water 
for mor than two hours this 
morning Wy a machinery failure 
at the Baden pumping station. 

The break occurred at 6:45 
o'clock. Repairs were completed at 
9:15 a normal service was re- 
stored to all consumers by shortly 
after 10 o'clock, the municipal 
Water division reported. 

At least 100,000 consumers in an 
area comprising about one fifth 
of the city were affected. These 
included a number of large indus- 
trial users. Some areas were de- 
prived of water altogether, while 
_ others got a reduced supply under 
lowered pressure. 

The Affected Area. 

The area affected was roughly 
that north of Lindell boulevard 
and west of Marcus avenue. In 
some cases, however, the water 
shortage extended beyond these 
boundaries. Water pressure 
reached the lowest point at Shaw- 
mut place and Ridge avenue, 
where it fell from a normal 50 
pounds to 3 pounds. 

Consumers in tall buildings and 
in homes in elevated sections were 


the first to feel the shortage. | 

The Baden station, located at 
8328 North Broadway, supplements 
the Chain of Rocks station in 
pumping water from the Missis- 
sippi river. Feed pumps carrying 
water to the boilers failed rend 
the inability to get water into the 
boilers made it necessary to ex- 
tinguish the fires to prevent an 
explosicn. 

Repair crews working at top 
speed replaced the feed pumps. 
Cause of the failure was not im- 
mediately determined. 

Fortunately, there were no fires 
in the area affected during the 
period that the pumping station 
was out of commission.

In the emergency the Howard 
Bend pumping station, which or- 
dinarily serves the southern part 
of St. Louis, was cut in on the 
entire system. This station, which 
draws water from the Missouri 
river near Chesterfield, stepped 
up its pumping rate from 51,000,- 
000 gallons a day to 56,000,000. 
This served to restore water to 
many of the homes that had been 
cut off. 

Army Center Affected. 

At the Army Administration 
Center, 4300 Goodfellow boulevard, 
some air-conditioning and refrig- 
erating machinery was cut off for 
lack of water. This halted certain 
work — 2 controlled temper- 
ature and humidity, including ma- 
chine processing of financial rec- 
ords. The center had a reserve 
water tank which enabled the 
power plant there to remain in 
operation. 

When water pressure dropped 
at the Chevrolet and Fisher Body 
plants, 3809 North Union boule- 
vard, operations such as welding, 
were slowed. 

At DePaul Hospital, 2415 North 
Kingshighway, water pressure was 
— by only one-third, and 
there was no interference with 
vital services there.

The St. Louis retail food. cost 
index in mid-July went down to 
206.8 pet cent of the 1935-39 aver- 
age and reached a point 7.8 per 
cent below the level of a year ago. 

The St. Louis housewife, how- 
ever, still pays 120.5 per cent more 
for her food bill than she did in 
mid-August 1939. This means that 
she currently pays $22.05 for a 
food basket which cost her only 
$10 ten years earlier. 


A sharp drop of 10.9 per cent 
in fresh fruits and vegetables was 
the most significant factor in 
the over-all decrease in St. Louis 
retail food costs. The price of 
potatoes fell 265 per cent, and 
oranges went down 2.2 per cent. 
Lettuce moved up 7.5 per cent and 
carrots 1.9 per cent. Canned fruits 
and vegetables declined 0.9 per 
cent, while thed ried items edged 
up 0.4 per cent. . 

Meats, poultry and fish fell 2.9 
per cent during the month ending 
in mid-July. Lamb items dropped 
9 per cent, pork chops 7.7 per cent, 
poultry 6.2 per cent, and chuck 
roast 3 per cent. Fats and oils de- 


ereased fractionally, while cereals

Enactment of new federal and 
state rent control legislation, if 
present federal legislation is 
finally held to be unconstitutional, 


was urged yesterday by Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst in letters to Con- 
gressmen from St Louis and to 
St. Louis Representatives in the 
State Legislature. 

Calling attention to a recent de- 
cision by a United States judge 
in Chicago who declared the 
eral rent control act uncon 

ional, the Mayor asked the St. 

uis Congressmen to support 
whatever new legislation may be 
indicated to fill the void which 
may be created if the present law 
is held by the higher courts to be 
unconstitutional. 

“It is my opinion that the most 
effective rent control can be ac- 
complished by the Federal Gov- 
ernment,” the Mayor said. “Such 
legislation, of course, should be 
fair to the property owners and 
the tenants and should apply in 
the larger cities at least until the 
present housing shortage becomes 
less Acute.“ | 

In letters to the state legislators, 
the Mayor said that if the federal 
rent control law is held invalid, 
the abolition of all rent control 
would create many injustices and 
hardships upon tenants in our city. 

“Next to federal legislation, I 
believe that state legislation on 
this subject would be most ef- 
fective,” he said. “I have serious

WASHINGTON. Aug. 26 (AP)— 
‘The Senate voted 48 to 9 today 
for ‘a multi-million dollar cut in 
funds the House has approved for 
the Air Force. ;

Tt was the first test on reduc- 
tions of nearly $1,400,000,000 or- 
dered by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee in military spending. 

„Leaders hoped to pass the 14- 
billion-dollar money bill financing 
the armed services after tests on 
other proposed cuts, Democratic 
Leader Lucas of Illinois, got 
unanimous consent for a vote on 
the bill at 2 p.m. (St. Louis time) 
Monday. 

That would clear the Senate ap- 
propriations docket except for five 
measures it already has approved 
but in a form different from the 
House versions. Bills in that cat- 
egory total close to 15 billion dol- 
lars. 100 

A bitter argument about cutting 
Government spending still threat- 
ened to slow down action on the 
last of the Senate bills. 

The huge defense measure to- 
gether with all other bills supply- 
ing annual funds for Government 
agencies should have been cleared 
before July 1. That is when the 
current fiscal year began. 

| peeds Up Operations. 

Late yesterday the Senate put 
on a burst of speed. It completed 
work on a $668,000,000 appropria- 
tion for the Interior Department 
and then whizzed through a $188,- 
000,000 odds-and-ends appropria- 
tion bill. 

Finally it began work on the 
big military bill. 

Senator Elmer Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, said about $1,200,000,- 
000 had been chipped off the total 
allowed by the House when it 
plassed this measure April 13. 
About $434,000,000.of these sav- 
ings, Thomas said, would be made 
by Secretary of Defense Johnson 
while the rest would come from 
cutting back House- approved 
Plans to expand the Air Force. 

Johnson took a first step toward 
those savings Wednesday with the 
announcement that 135,000 civilian 
workers and 12,000 reserve officers 
being 
dropped by the Army, Navy and; 
Air Force. 

A fierce wrangle appeared cer- 
tain over the plans of Senator Mc- 
Clellan (Dem.), Arkansas, to offer 
a rider to the final big money bill 
that would direct President Tru- 
man to save up to three billion 
dollars of funds already voted by. 
Congress for the current year. 

The McClellan proposal, which 
has backing of many Republicans, 
would direct the President to cut 
from 5 to. 10 per cent. from all 
money bills passed. by Congress.

House Out Until Sept. 21. 

The House members won't re- 
turn until Sept. 21, except for a 
handful who will remain here to 
conduct formal “no business” ses- 
sions twice a week.

Retention of the present system

John F. Johgson, a real estate 
dealer, said the city’s previous ex- 
perience with electing aldermen at 
large instead of by wards had 
proved undemocratic and that the 
citizens had changed the system 
as the result. He said the num- 
ber of aldermen should be great 
enough so that aldermen would be 
neighborhood representatives in 
the city government. . 

Criticizes Streamlining. 

Mark Kennerly, an attorney, 
criticized what he said was a ten- 
dency to “streamline government” 
to the point where it ceases to be 
representative. He urged: that 
aldermen be elcted by wards and 
that at least 28 be provided for. 

These views were also expressed

Basis of Bias Charge. | 

The defense bias charge was 
made against Juror Russell Jan- 
ney, 65-year-old author of the 
novel “Fhe Miracle of the Bells“ 
and a theatrical producer. 

Defense lawyers said that Jan- 
ney had expressed . prejudice | 
against the defendants in private | 
conversations with Miss Carol E. 
Nathanson, a singer and actress. 
The lawyers attributed other anti- 
Communist statements to Janney. 

The defense’s mistrial motion 
was based largely on a long affi- | 
davit by Miss Nathanson, with | 
attached notes purported to be in 
her handwriting on talks she said 
she had with Janney * the 
trial.

No specific recommendations 
were made by the secretary in his 
6000-word preliminary report sub- 
mitted to Presidential Aid John R. 
Steelman. The report was drafted 
by Sawyer after he had complet- 
ed, at the request of the White 
House, the first phase of a na- 
tion-wide tour to discuss the eco- 
nomic outlook with business men, 
labor officials and state and city 
officeholders. The report issued 
today was discussed at President 
Truman’s weekly cabinet meeting 
this morning. 

An overwhelming majority of 
business, said Sawyer, feels that 
the Federal Government should 
take action which would release 
pent-up purchasing power in the 
hands of business and consumers. 

“There was everywhere,” he 
went on, “a widespread feeling 
that the sort of aid the country 
needed now was that which would 
encourage business men and con- 
sumers to go ahead with their 
planned expenditures. If the hesi- 
tancy which grew up in the early 
months of the year could be swept 
ide, there is a great reservoir 
of new projects and new purchas- 
ing awaiting use.” 


To Go to West Coast. 


Sawyer, who spent a month 
criss-crossing the eastern part of 
the nation by air, and who will 
leave Sept. 10 for the West Coast 
to resume his survey, said he 
found “an almost universal rec- 
ommendation by busigess groups” 
that federal expenditures be re- 
duced in line with the reorganiza- 
tion plans drafted by the Hoover 
Commission. Coupled with this, 
he found, was a “very strong de- 
mand” on the part of business men 
for tax relief. 


Generally, he went on, business 
men’ considered the recent de- 
clines in priees, sales and produc- 
tion as being temporary adjust- 
ments which were inevitable as 
the economy moved from the in- 
flationary postwar peaks into a 
better-adjusted level of prosperity.

Starvation, with the life expectancy only 27 
years, is the traditional enemy of India.

first year lack of food grains created a drain on

But new land has been put under cultivation, 
and 46 irrigation and electrification projects 
similar to our Tennessee Valley Authority are 
under construction. India plans to stop grain 
imports after 1951. 

The industrial record shows an increase in 
production and foreign trade in hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, while labor disputes decreased 
after the British departed. It may be a long 
time before the results are apparent among 
400,000,000 people, but any progress report is 
unusual in states newly come from bloodshed 
to freedom. . 

Indians are attempting the huge task of build- 
ing an industrial economy and raising rural liv- 
ing standards by democratic means. This in- 
volves the time-eating conflict of interests. But 


time is virtually the history of India, and its 


people prefer to spend time for security, rather 
than let themselves be mobilized under dictator- 
ship in behalf of some five-year plan. 

On. Oct. 2, Gandhi's birthday, the Government 
of India expects to adopt its new constitution. 
This is a remarkable document, not only for its 
full expression of what we think of as democ- 
racy, but because it will require sharp changes 
in Indian society. Aside from guaranteeing civil 
liberties and free elections, it will institute free 
“schooling and protect religious freedom in a pre- 
dominantly Hindu state. Above all, the consti- 
tution lifts the religious curse from the untouch- 
able caste which Gandhi befriended.

Doubts about the ultimate success of the Mar- 
shall plan have been officially expressed for al- 
most the first time. They were brought to the 
fore in both the annual report of the Economie 
Co-operation Administration and in the Council 
of Europe in Strasbourg. Perhaps because they 
are trying to drive home to Europeans the neces- 
sity of unification, the men of Strasbourg 
painted the darker picture. But the ECA report 
was anything but cheerful reading. | 

The European nations earned only enough 
dollars to pay for about one-fifth of their im- 
ports from the Western Hemisphere, according 
to the report. This in spite of the fact that they 
have pushed their production and their trade 
well above prewar levels. 3 
This is a reminder that prewar days in Europe 
were not lushly prosperous. But even more, it 
is a reminder of the terrible cost of the war 
which must somehow be made up. This calls 


for increased productive efforts, But those alone 


will not de enough. Consumption must march 
in step with production. Goods must not merely 
be produced; they also must-be sold. 
Perhaps if prices, styling and other factors 
were right, the United States might buy more 
European goods. But as Walter Lippmann has 
pointed out, the war so increased, the industrial 
capacity of this country that it is almost self- 
sufficient and, certainly, not the market it sed 
to be.

that the distributors coupled pic- 
tures in such combinations that 
any person who had seen a double 
feature in a first-run Loop theater 
found it almost impossible to at- 
tend an independent theater with- 
out already having seen one of 
the features offered. It also al- 
leged that the independent movie 
houses were forced into block 
booking and blind selling. This 
meant they were required to con- 
tract. for pictures before the be- 
ginning of each movie season and 
before any of the features covered 
had been released.

“The Gimlet,” in which he ex- 
pounded the homely philosophy of 
a supposed teamster. After leav- 
ing St. Louis and entering the 
New York business field, he for 
several years published the Hard- 
ware Reporter, for which he wrote 
characteristic articles. 

He acquired an interest in Mc- 
Kesson & Robbins, chemical and 
drug firm which absorbed J. S. 
Merrell Drug Co. of St. Louis. 
From 1914 to 1926 he was board 
chairman of McKesson & Rob- 
bins; from 1926 until 1933 he was . 
president of Remington Arms Co., 
of Bridgeport, Conn. 

His wife, who was a daughter of 
Leonard Matthews, centenarian St. 
Louis business man of a genera- 
tion ago, died in 1946. A son, Ed- 
ward Simmons Norvell of Darien, 
Conn, and three daughters sur- 
vive him, The daughters are Mrs.

CLINIC FOR HEART DIAGNOSIS 


A series of broadcasts calling 
attention to the St. Louis Heart 
Association diagnostic clinic, which 
will open early next month at 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine for children in public 
and parochial schools, will start 
at, 2:15 p.m. tomorrow on Radio 
Station KMOX. 

The series is intended to ac- 
quaint the public with means of 
diagnosing heart disease affecting 
children. Three successive story 
programs will dramatize the case 
of a child with rheumatic fever. 

Dr. E. Lee Shrader, president 
of the heart association, said that 
in climates like in St. Louis heart 
disease is responsible for more 
deaths and crippling than any 
other disease affecting children. 
Heart disease in general causes 
over three times as many deaths 
as any other hazard, he said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP)— 
The discovery of Vitamin B12 has 
created new mysteries for science 
to solve: 


Two of the most important are: 


1. Are Vitamin B12, the Ani- 
mal Protein Factor and Factor 
Xone and the same thing? Agri- 
culture scientists have been at- 
tempting for years to identify 
Positively APF a-d Factor X. 
essential to growth in some ani- 
mals and poultry. These factors 
are found in animal proteins 
such as liver, meat scraps and 
fish meal. 

2. What is the exact role that 
B12 plays in nutrition? In seek- 
in. the answer to this some 
scientists believe they may un- 
cover , important knowledge 
about living cells—the secret of 
life. 

After the discovery of Vitamin 
B12 was announced, a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture press release 
said B12 and Factor X “undoubt- 
edly” are the same. And many 
scientists believe B12 is the same 
as APF, or at least the most im- 
portant part of it. 

They reached this conclusion be- 
cause if B12 is substituted for 
APF or Factor X in some animal 
and poultry diets it appears to 
bring the same results. 

These results include faster 
growth and a higher percentage 
of chicks that live. 

But a group of University of 
Maryland scientists—G. F. Combs, 
Mary Shorb and Henry Menge— 
have uncovered evidence that B12 
hasn’t entirely solved the APF and 
Factor X mysteries. 

Report of Tests on Chicks. 


After making growth tests with 
chicks, Drs. Combs and Menge 
said in a report: 

“The results strongly indicate 
that at least one unidentified fac- 
tor, which is not identical with 
Vitamin B12, is required for rapid 
growth in chicks.” 

They said this substance appar- 
ently exists in liver, from which 
B12 can be produced, and in whey 
from milk. 

Instead of only one basic nutri- 
tive—B12—liver appears to con- 
tain some other primary element 
that still hasn’t been identified. 
This could turn into another 
major scientific mystery requiring 
the teamwork of hundreds of 
scientists in all parts of the world. 
As for mystery No. 2, the exact 
relationship of B12 to the living 
ll, scientists are guessing it will 
evelop some major new knowl- 
edge when it is solved. 

One scientist, for instance, says 
the existence in B12 of cobalt, a 
substance vitally connected with 
growth, is reason enough to justify 


the hope that vital new knowledge 
about cell growth will come from 
B12 studies. 

Research on Folic Acid. 

He also says folic acid, a mem- 
ber of the B vitamin family, has 
the ability to help bring abnormal 
cells back toward normal. Any 
substance that can do that is im- 
portant in cancer research. Can- 
cer has a close relationship with 
living cells. 

“It’s utter speculation, at the 
moment, to bring these and other 
bits of information together and 
try to make something out of 
them,” this scientist says. “But 
many of our great science mys- 
teries are solved in this way. And 
that’s why people were so quick 
to go to work on this one.” 

The answers may coMe soon. 
Unlike some other recently dis- 
covered substances, crude B12 
could be made in tonnage quanti- 
ties soon after its potency was 
discovered. 

Scientists took a lesson from 
cud-chewing animals to achieve 
this large scale production of B12. 

It was known that these ani- 
mals produced vitamin products 
by fermentation. These products 
are present in barnyard manure, 
manufactured by bacteria. 

Lederle Laboratory Test. 

A group of scientists at the 
Lederle, Laboratories division of 
the American Cyanamid Co. in 
New York incubated manure, and 
the micro-organisms that were 
produced were studied. 

Dr. M. A. Petty, head of the 
project, says these materials “pro- 
duced a menagerie of micro-or- 
ganisms.” 

“It was like reaching into a 
grab box that might contain any- 
thing, figuratively speaking, from 
a cobra to a kitten,” Dr. Petty 
says. 

Then came the job of growing 
these .micro-organisms and placing 
them in chicken feeds. The growth 
of the chickens determined how 
much of the APF factor, if any, 
they contained. 

Luckily, the seventieth culture 
produced APF. The organism was 
named fla vobacterium solare, a 
rod-like cell 1-20,000-inch long. A 
drop of culture contains a billion 
individual cells. , 

Scientists at Merck and Co., Inc., 
soon discovered that the mold 
streptomices griseus, related to 
the one that produces strepto- 
mucin, the new wonder drug, also 
manufactures Vitamin B12. 

This means that science now has 
a method for producing B12 in 
tonnage quantities in the commer- 
cial laboratory. 

A year ago B12 almost could be 
classed as a rare jewel among 
science’s medical gems, it was that 
scarce. 

Now, thanks to the genius of 
scientists, it’s—chickenfeed.

“It is not an exaggeration to say 
that the U.S.S.R. was probably 10 
years behind the world's foremost 
exponents of jet development,” 
Tokaev wrote in the British aero- 
nautical, magazine Flight. 

“Having awakened from their 
slumbers, those responsible sud- 
denly realized they had strayed 
into a dangerous blind alley. 

“Unexpected: Way ‘Out.” 

“But the way out appeared quite 
unexpectedly. The British author- 
ities sold to the Soviet govern- 
ment a certain number of British 
jet units—the excellent Nenes... . 

“We need not doubt that very 
soon their studies of the Nene 
will allow Soviet constructors to 
create excellent combat aircraft, 
for which they will be awarded 
many a Stalin prize.” 

Development of new British air- 
craft and weapons is under direc- 
tion of the Ministry of Supply. 
George Strauss, who heads the 
ministry, told Parliament last 
Nov. 8 Britain had shipped a total 
of 174 jet engines abroad and that 
and unspecified number went to 
Russia. 

A spokesman for the Air Min- 
istry said today he doubted Rus- 
sia was given “anything very re- 
cent.” A spokesman for the Min- 
istry of Supply said the Nene jets 
were shipped to Russia after they 
had been taken off the secret list. 

Bar on Shipping New Types. 

The shipments, in August 1946 

and March 1947, were made be- 
fore the cold war between Russia 
and the Western Allies reached 
its peak. 
Strauss assured the House of 
Commons in February that no 
shipments of new model jet en 
gines have been or will be made 
“to Russia or any other country 
in eastern Europe.” The new types, 
capable of driving planes faster 
a sound, are still on the secret 
ist. 

Tokaev fled from the Russian 
zone of Germany last year and 
was granted haven in England as 
a political refugee. He said he had 
spent two years studying German 
aviation and rocket techniques 
for the Russian Government. 

Tokaev wrote a series of articles 
early this year in which he de- 
clared Russia was planning for 
World War III and that Joseph 
Stalin was waiting only for the 
atomic bomb. One of the articles, 
which were published in the 
Post-Dispatch, said that the Rus- 
sians were building up their air 
power but still lagged behind the 
West. is

He explained: “Somebody 
ought to be drafting one.“ 

Last night Alfred H. Kerth, 
commission chairman, cut off dis- 
cussion of Gardner’s proposals, 
saying: “This matter is not open 
for discussion at this time be- 
cause your provisic is have not 
even cleared your own com- 
mittee.” 

The commission previously had | 
decided to delay preparation of a | 
draft charter until additional in- 
formation was obtained, including | 
answers to questionnaires sent to 
civie and other organizations and 
county officeholders and former 
officeholders. Kerth said many of 
the questionnaires are still out. 

Gardner’s proposals, some of 
which he described at an earlier 
meeting, call for a five-member 
board of supervisors to supersede 
the present three-member County 
Court, and for consolidation of 
the offices of Assessor, Collector 
and Treasurer under dhe appoin- | 
tive official. Last night, before dis- : 
cussion was closed by Kerth, | 
Gardner said he favored also con- | 
solidation of the offices of County 
Clerk aid Recorder of Deeds, 

County Farm Agent Paul M. 
Bernard told the commission he 
had heard little discussion among 
farmers of the proposed change 
in the county’s government and 
recommended measures to arouse 
interest in rural areas. 

Commission members said 
Speakers would be sent to farm 
and othe organizations to explain 
charter proposals after the draft 
is completed. Public hearings also 
will be held. The proposed char- 
ter is to be submitted to voters 
early next year under present 
plans.

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The New Films

Dostoievski Léarns. About Gambling 


WOOD, possibly because of qualms over losses on 
excursions to Las Vegas, has become acutely conscious of 
problem of the gambling addict, and examines it in a 
major production for the third time in recent months. The 
_ wehicle this time is “THE GREAT SINNER,” 
at LOEW'S STATE THEATER, In costume, 
with an impressfve name cast and a big direc- 
tor, Robert Siodmak, and what is intended 
to be a soul-plumbing dramatic approach, it 
is still essentially shallow in pointing out 
once more that it's a terrible thing to get 

the gambling craze. 


It is based, more or less loosely, on the gambling phase 
In the life of Fyodor Dostoievski, the Russian novelist, played 
by Gregory Peck. Fyodor, stopping off at the resort at Weis- 
baden in the 1860s, meets the beautiful Pauline Ostrovsky 
(suggested by Dostoievski’s mistress, Pauline Suslova, no doubt), 

done by Ava Gardner. She and her father, a retired general 
| (Walter Huston) are gambling addicts and so in debt to the 
| eteely casino manager (Melvyn Douglas) that she’ll have to 
marry him to pay it off. At first Gregory casually studies 
the gambling phenomenon. But when he sets out to save Ava 
from what she doesn’t seem to think is a fate worse than 
death, and wins a fortune, he himself gets the gambling bug. 
From there on it’s a quick slide downward to poverty, dis- 
grace and petty crime, until he’s so horrified by an impulse to 
murder that he gets religion, writes a novel of his experiences 
(“The Gambler,” 1867) and pulls himself out of it. 

The searing, powerful Dostoſevski effect intended simply 
hasn’t come off, though it’s an interesting, well-dressed narra- 
tive. The slick Hollywood approach is too patent. Mr. Peck, 
hollow-eyed and unshaved, on his sick-bed or in prayer, still 
is more theatrical than moving. His performance up to then 
is bland and urbane, but with nothing to suggest the moody 
genius. He is at least smooth, but Miss Gardner is merely 
decorative. Her acting, or lack of it, would throw any serious 
effort out of kilter. There are same nice characterizations 
by Huston, by Ethel Barrymore as a grandmother who dies 
at the gaming tables after having lost her fortune, and by 
Frank Morgan as a professor who shoots himself over his 
losses at roulette. This is Mr. Morgan’s second recent session 
in a casino. In “Any Number Can Play,“ he lost, too, at the 
craps table, but took it in much better spirit. 

The second feature is “BIG JACK,” which was the last 
film made by the late Wallace Beery. It is a comedy-drama 
about a cut-throat of frontier days. Marjorie Main and 
Richard Conte are in it. 


Screwball Burlesque 


“IT’S A GREAT FEELING” at the MISSOURI proves that 
though Hollywood isn’t capable as yet of turning out a first- 
rate satire on itself, it can do a good burlesque, so broad it 
doesn’t hurt. It's such a completely screwball parody on the 

„ ly, sweet - little - waitress « becomes = big 
9 movie - star theme that it’s very funny. Cer- 
tainly there’s no polish to it, The story must 
have’ been shot off the cuff on a day to day 
basis, most of the sets are Warner Brothers 
studio backgrounds, and the songs sound like 
innocuous leftovers from other musicals. The 
tone is set by the cheek-by-jowl bickerings of 
those two ponderous comic heavyweights, Dennis Morgan and 
Jack Carson. But, although we don’t usually find them funny 
in standard farce, here when they abandon all pretense at 
reality, they re enjoyable. 

The introduction of the studio’s stars in brief glimpses, the 
usual thing for such movies, is accomplished painlessly, and 
sometimes amusingly, as when Gary Cooper says nothing but 
“Yup,” Joan Crawford emotes in her off time, Danny Kaye 
is much funnier in a 30-second appearance than he has been 
in his films, and Errol Flynn flashes an extra-vapid sexy 
smirk. Doris Day plays the aspiring waitress with enough flut- 
tering of eye-lashes to put an end to any serious approach to 
the subject of the movie Cinderella for some time—we hope. 
Bill Goodwin is diverting, too, as a suspicious, confused and 
jittery producer. It no masterpiece of the deft thrust, as 
you may have gathered, but as an uninhibited and unharnessed 
spoof from beginning to end, it’s good fun.

And here's where the long arm 
of coincidence reaches out—it was 
back in those days that a little 
girl named Helena Lipp used to sit 
with her parents at the opera 
watching Miss Carlisie and other 
stars of a couple of decades ago, 
and dream of the day when she 
would be on the other side of the 
footlights, taking bow after bow 
as the audience stood up to cheer 
and the critics rushed from their 
seats to get to their typewriters. 


“It sounds like « publicity 
story,” Helena said at rehearsal 
the other day, “but I can remem- 
ber the day when my one and 
only ambition was to be a star, 
and a star of the St. Louis Munici- 
pal Opera.” 

Born in St. Louis, Helena used 
to attend the opera regularly 
every Friday night. Her father 
was a real estate dealer here, and 
Friday night was and still is Real 
Estate night. And it was the stars 
of the late twenties and early 
thirties, such as Miss Carlisle and 
Gladys ‘Baxter, who spurred Hele- 
na’s girlhood ambition. 


The Municipal Opera, it may be 
mentioned, has also had its influ- 
ence on Tyers’s life, or at least 
furnished a big moment. That was 
back in 1942, when he was a fea- 
tured player, and, during the run 
of “Showboat,” the performer who 
sang “Old Man River” developed 
throat trouble. John, selected from 
among several others to sing the 
number, donned blackface and did 
so well by the song that he 
stopped the show. 

“Funny how people remember 
things,” he said, “When I came 
back during the war in “Winged 
Victory,” the Air Force show, I 
sang one song, ‘Silent Night.“ 
Everywhere else my introduction 
was received with silence. But in 
St. Louis, when my name and num- 
ber were announced, there was a 
big round of applause. It had 
never happened before, and I 
could see the other members of 
the cast stealing glances at one 
another, as if to say, ‘What goes 
on here?’” 

John grew up in San Diego 
where he went to San Diego 
College and studied history, 
just in case. It was his favorite 
subject for one thing, and he fig- 
ured that if he didn’t become a

success as a singer, he could al- 
ways-fall back on a professorship 
in histor}. It looks now as if he 
is lost to the academic ranks. — .

He played tackle on the 
football team and played the lead- 
ing roles when the school pre- 
sented such musicals as “Chimes 
of Normandy,” “The Desert Song,” 
and “Sweethearts.” 

Once out of school, his career 
came the hard way. He got a 
scholarship to Julliard School of 
Music, and washed @ishes at In- 
ternational House for his meals. In 
1938 he was understudy in a Broad- 
way musical called “Two Bow. 
quets,” and in 1939 he sang at 
the Railway Show at the World’s 
Fair. By 1940 he was traveling

Fix It Yourself

Painting Ceilings. 
ERE is a way to paint a ceil- 
ing so that all you'll end up 
with is a slight crick in your 
neck rather than a broken arm 
and more paint on you than is on 
the ceiling. 

The first thing you need is 
some sort of scaffold. An old kitch- 
en table will do or two solid step- 
ladders with a strong wide plank 
between them. You need some- 
thing that will allow you to move 
around a little because fast dry- 
ing interior paints should be ap- 
plied more or less without ,inter- 
ruptions. 

When it comes to application 
of the paint, don’t dip your brush 
too far into the paint—an inch and 
a half is plenty. Tap out the excess 
paint and then press the brush 
to the ceiling so that the bristles 
holding the paint make contact 
with the plaster. 

Don’t force the brush against 
the ceiling because this will push 
the paint back through the bris- 
tles and the next thing you know 
it will start running down the han- 
dle. When the brush begins to get 
saturated with paint, clean it up
